1 killed, 10 injured 

in Jewish terrorist 
attack on Arab bus 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (Agencies) — A 
Palestinian youth was killed and 10 pas- 
sengers were injured when suspected Jewish 
terrorists fired an anti- tank rocket at an 
Arab bus Sunday, security officials and eye- 
witnesses quoted by various news agencies 
said. 


The rocket blasted a hole above 
the rear door of the bus, which was 
carrying about 50 people, and one 
of the Palestinian, casualties suf- 
fered serious bead wounds, wit- 
nesses said. 

Police said a note written in 
Hebrew was found on a nearby hill 
where police raid the rocket was 
fired from a U.S. made launcher. 

Police told reporters the note 
indicated the attack was “in rea- 
ction to the murder" of a Jewish 
couple last week near a monastery 
in the West Bank in which an Arab 
had been charged by police. 

A police statement distributed 
by the government press office 
quoted the note as saying: “This 
attack is in revenge for the murder 
near the Qremisan Monastery." 

Police arrested three Jews' in 
connection with the attack, but 


said there was no specific evidence 
directly linking the three to the 
incident 

Witnesses said they saw two 
Jews flee in a car. 

Public security minister Chaim 
Bar-Lev said on army radio it was 
clear from the note that Jews were 
responsible. 

The note threatened more 
anti-Arab action unless the gov- 
ernment enacted the death pen- 
alty for Arab resistance activists, 
he said. 

There have been numerous 
bombing and shooting attacks in 
the occupied territories but tins 
was believed to be the first inv- 
olving an anti-tank rocket. 

Reporters at the scene saw that 
the grass on the hillside ove- 
rlooking the road was trampled 
. and that the green rocket launcher 


left behind by the attackers. 

Police said the rocket was a 
LAW (light anti-tank weapon) 
which the Jafree Centre for Str- 
ategic Studies at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity says is in standard use in 
the Israeli army. It is a shoulder- 
fired weapon launched from a col- 
lapsible tube. 

The blast occurred about 3:30 
pm. (1330 GMT) while the bus 
carrying about 50 passengers en 
route to Bethlehem from Jer- 
usalem. It exploded on the road 
separating Jerusalem’s Old Wal- 
led City from the Jewish quarter. 

The rocket blasted a hole about 
a metre wide in the right side of 
the roof of the green-and-wbite 
bus, just above the exit door tow- 
ard the back. 

A young Palestinian lay on the 
side of the road, bleeding pro- 
fusely. Police said the man later 
died. 

Elsewhere in the occupied ter- 
ritories an explosive charge was 
hurled on an Israeli army post in 
Gaza, Israel Radio said, but there 
were no casualties. The radio said 
following the incident at nine in 
the evening Israeli authorities sea- 
led off all approaches to the city 
and launched a search campaign 
for the attackers.

Resignation threats pose 
new hurdles for Beirut 


BEIRUT (R) — Resignation thr- 
■eats by two leading cabinet min- 
isters have posed fresh problems 
for Lebanon's beleaguered "nat- 
ional unity” government. 

Shfite leader Nabib Bern and 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
Walid Junblatt have said they will 
leave the government unless it 
moves fester to implement ref- 
orms aimed at giving Lebanon's 
Muslim majority more political 
power. 

The. threats come as the gov- 
ernment led by President Amin 
Gemayei and Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami is trying to extend 
its authority to new areas, inc- 
luding Israeli-occupied South 
Lebanon, and to cope with a mou- 
nting economic crisis. 

Mr. Bern, minister for the south 


and leader of the Shfite Amal 
movement, left Beirut Sunday for 
visits to Kuwait and Algeria. He 
said Saturday night he would dec- 
ide on his return whether to stay in 
the cabinet and “confront pro- 
crastination.” 

But he said he would not resign 
before consulting Syrian leaders, 
whose attitude is likely to be cru- 
cial. Syria recently has seemed 
firmly committed to Mr. Gemayei, 
particularly since he strengthened 
his hold on the right-wing Fal- 
angist Party and militia. 

Mr. Junblatt, the minister of 
public works, said in an interview 
published Sunday that he believed 
Mr. Gemayei and Mr. Karami 
were stalling on political reforms 
agreed earlier this year by Chr- 
istian and Muslim leaders. 


ICRC rejects Iranian 
charges over Po W killings 


GENEVA (R) — The Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) Sunday described 
as meaningless Iran’s accusation 
that it violated die Geneva Con- 
ventions by pnbfidsiiig the deaths 
of Iraqi prisoner during a riot. 

The ICRC said bn. Thursday 
that six Iraqi prisoners were shot 
dead and 35 wounded in the riot, 
which occurred during a Red 
Cross visit to the camp. 

• The Iranian News Agency quo- 
ted a Foreign Ministry official as 
saying the ICRC violated the 1 949 
Geneva Convention, on the tre- 
atment of prisoners-of-war by 
publicising the incident before a 
foil invenigatiocu 

ICRC official Michele Meicier 
told Reuters the Iranian acc- 


usation- "has no meaning at all.” 
She said: “States are parties to the 
Geneva Convention. We are not a 
state." 

Authorities in Iraq, not the 
ICRC, publicised the incident, she 
said, adding that Swiss ICRC off- 
icials were present during the riot 
and the ICRC confirmed it when 
asked about it. 

Ms. Mercier said the figure of 
six dead was based on information 
given by the Iranians and the 
- ICRC members had risked 35 
injured Iraqis in hospital the next 
day. 

Tran confirmed Sunday that five 
Iraqi prisoners of war died in a riot 
at an Iranian camp last month but 
blamed International Red Cross 
delegates for provoking the riot. 


Peres: 
Israelis 
will quit 
Lebanon 
by mid-’ 85 

LONDON (AP) — Israel's Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres said Sun- 
day that his government wants to 
withdraw Israeli forces from Leb- 
anon by about the middle of next 
year. 

He was speaking in an interview 
in Israel with Donald Trelford, 
editor of London’s Sunday Obs- 
erver newspaper, who asked him 
how soon a withdrawal can be 
expected 

“Our intention is that the wit- 
hdrawal process should last six to 
nine months,” Mr. Peres said. 

He went on: “ We shall deal with 
this issue in the coming week. If 
we can reach an agreement of a 
political nature — or even just an 
arrangement — with the Syrians, 
and a military agreement with the 
Lebanese, a solution may be more 
comprehensive and easier to ach- 
ieve." 

Asked why be thinks he can get 
an agreement soon with the Syr- 
ians who are "renowned as tough 
negotiators," Mr. Peres replied: 
“With the Syrians you can’t neg- 
otiate, but you can reach an agr- 
eement With the Lebanese, on 
the other hand, you can negotiate, 
but you never reach an agreement. 
Somehow, we shall have to do 
both." 

Mr. Peres said he is certain the 
Syrians will talk, “because they 
wake up every morning in Dam- 
ascus arid see the silhouettes of the 
Israeli tanks only 25 kilometres 
away. That’s no way to greet the 
sunrise.” 

Despite American reluctance 
about starting a major new med- 
iation effort, Israel also appealed 
Sunday to the United States to 
help it reach a withdrawal agr- 
eement on Lebanon. 

A statement issued after a pol- 
icy review by the cabinet said Isr- 
ael wifl contmue'efforts "for rea- 
ching an agreement through the 
good offices of the United States” 
with Syria. 

The two-pronged policy also 
called for talks between Israeli 
and Lebanese military officers 
under United Nations auspices on 
“security arrangements”, inc- 
luding a broader deployment of 
U.N. peacekeeping forces. 

Cabinet sources who spoke on 
condition they not be identified 
said that an option raised publicly 
by Mr. Peres for a partial wit- 
hdrawal was not discussed by the 
cabinet 

“No redeployment was dis-' 
cussed," . said Cabinet Secretary 
Yossi Berlin.

Algeria reported willing to host 
PNC if majority factions attend

ALGERIA has informed the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) that it is willing to host the 
17th session of the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council (PNC) provided 
that a majority of the PLO fac- 
tions wbich signed an org- 
anisational and political agr- 
eement earlier this year will und- 
ertake to attend the session. 

The Algerian decision is in app- 
arent departure from its earlier 
stand that the PNC could convene 
in Algeria only if all the factions 
signatory to the Aden- Algiers 
agreement — Fateh, the mai- 
nstream commando movement 
within the PLO, and the four- 
faction “democratic alliance,” — 
attended the session, according to 
PLO sources in the Tunisian cap- 
ital. 

Demands by Syria and PLO fac- 
tions supported by Damascus that 
Yasser Arafot resign as chairman 
of the PLO have been delaying the 
PNC session. 

Algeria, which was supposed to 
be the venue of the session under 
stipulations in the Aden- Algiers 
agreement, bas been reluctant to 
host the meeting in the light of an 
apparent Syrian warning that the 


• PNC meeting would only help 
deepen inter- PLO differences. 

The Algerian reluctance forced 
the PLO leadership to seek an alt- 
ernate venue to convene the PNC 
and Mr. Arafat, who visited 
Amman last week, said Jordan 
and Iraq have offered to host the 
council. However, be also said 
that .the PLO was awaiting the 
final reply from Algeria whether 
Algiers could be the venue. 

In Tunis on Saturday and Sun- 
day, rank and files of the PLO 
were discussing the probability of 
the PNC being convened in 
Amman. According to informed 
PLO sources, PLO leaders and 
members are becoming more fav- 
ourable to the concept of the PNC 
meeting in Amman. 

However, ho definite decision is 
expected before Thursday when 
leaders of the eight factions of the 
PLO will be in Algiers to attend 
celebrations marking the 30th 
anniversary of the Algerian revolt 
against France. 

In a related development, PNC 
Deputy Speaker Salim AI Za'n- 
oun has called on all Palestinian 
groups to exert efforts for holding 
the PNC session as soon as pos- 
sible. 

In an interview with AI Arab 
newspaper of Qatar, Mr. Za’ noun. 


who is also a member of the Cen- 
tral Committee of Fateh, said that 
the council would meet if there is a 1 
quorum and in accordance with 
tiie PLO's byelaws the presence of 
253 members forms a quorum. 

So far 370 PNC members have 
agreed to attend the council mee- 
ting and these represent various 
Palestinian organisations inc- 
luding Fateh. 

Meanwhile in Aden, leaders of 
the Damascus-backed “national 
alliance’’ have said inter- 
Palestinian disputes should be set- 
tled before the PNC holds its 
long-delayed session. 

At a press conference Saturday 
night, the leaders opposing Mr. 
Arafat, also stressed the need “to 
halt capitulatory attempts aimed 
at dividing the Palestinian people 
before the council meets." 

They did not mention the rem- 
oval of Mr. Arafat as a basic pre- 
condition for holding a council 
session nor say whether they 
would agree to attend such a ses- 
sion. 

The leaders include Ahmad J ib- 
ril of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General 
Command. Issam Qadbi of Saiqa, 
Samir Gosheh of the Popular Str- 
uggle Front and Fateh rebel leader 
Colonel Sa’id Musa. 


Poles hold mass for ‘murdered’ priest 


WARSAW (R) — Mass was said 
in every Warsaw church Sunday 
for kidnapped priest Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko who was allegedly 
murdered by a police abductor for 
his pro-Solidarity and anti- 
communist views. 

Interior Minister Czeslaw Kis- 
zczak said Captain Gizegorz Pio- 
trowski, who headed a section at 
the ministry, admitted killing Fat- 
her Popieluszko but that his body 
had not been found. 

Mr. Kisczcak said CapL Pio- 
trowski, 33, and two police lie- 
utenants had been accused, of 
abducting the priest who vanished 
in northern Poland on .Oct 19. 

“One of the justified hyp- 
otheses of the investigation is that 
the kidnapped man is dead," he 
added. - 


But Lech Walesa, leader of the 
banned Solidarity free trade . 
union, reacted cautiously to Mr. 
Kiszczak's televised ann- 
ouncement and told Reuters: 
“The situation is clearer now but 
he still have to wait.” 

In a statement during mass at St. 
Brigjda’s Church in Gdansk. Mr. 
Walesa appealed for calm and 
said: “Society must not let itself be 
manipulated" 

There was no immediate rea- 
ction from the Polish episcopate of 
Cardinal Jozef Glemp. the Roman 
Catholic primate, who was due to 
preach later Sunday at Warsaw 
Cathedral. 

Sunday’s masses for Father 
Popieluszko, 37. a charismatic 
figure in the opposition to the 
martial law, were ordered by the 


Warsaw bishops. 

At the priest’s own church of Sl 
S tanislaw, Father Henryk Lewek 
told a congregation of 2,000 in an 
emotional sermon that the abd- 
uction "was one of the most sig- 
nificant events in Poland's his- 
tory.” 

Father Lewek quoted a fierce 
newspaper attack on Father Pop- 
ieluszko last month by Jan Rem, 
believed by most Poles to be the 
pseudonym of government spo- 
kesman Jerzy Urban, and asked: 

“ Does the author of this article 
feel any responsibility for what has 
happened?" 

Groups of plain clothes police 
mingled with the worshippers and 
the mood at the church was res- 
tless. 


Mubarak 
calls on 
Syria to 
join efforts 
for peace 

HAMBURG (R) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak app- 
ealed to Syria in an interview Sun- 
day to join the Middle East peace 
process, saying there can be no 
peace in the region without it. 

“Syria must now decide,” Mr. 
Mubarak told the West German 
news magazine Der Spiegel. “Eit- 
her h finally sees that a peaceful 
solution is in its own interests... or 
there will be no peace.” 

He added: “Military force can 
never under any circumstances 
provide a credible solution to 
complicated problems.” 

Mr. Mubarak, who begins a 
four-day visit to West Germany 
on Tuesday (See page 2), rei- 
terated his view that other Arab 
states would follow Jordan's move 
last month and renew ties broken 
off with Egypt after its 1979 sep- 
. arate peace treaty with Israel. 

“Our contacts with the Arab 
World were never ruptured and 
our diplomatic relations with 
Arab countries will return to nor- 
mal. Whether this or that state 
finds its way back to ties with us 
first is not something I worry 
about," he said. 

Mr. Mubarak told Der Spiegel 
that Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein had invited him to visit Bag- 
hdad. “I will travel to Iraq when 
circumstances allow,” he was quo- 
ted as saying. 

Mr. Mubarak held out little 
hope of a meeting with Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres, say- 
ing there was no sign of Israeli 
movement on key Egyptian dem- 
ands for improved ties. 

- Egypt withdrew its ambassador 
from Israel following the 19S2 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

Mr. Mubarak said the amb- 
assador would return only when 
Israel had taken account of Egy- 
ptian demands for an Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from Lebanon, an int- 
ernational settlement on Israeli- 
occupied territory in the Sinai and 
progress on the Palestinian pro- 
blem. 

Mr. Mubarak appealed to the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) to end its internal feuding 
but said there was no indication so 
far that his appeal was being - 
beard. 

“Unless our Palestinian bro- 
thers achieve unity, a peaceful set- 
tlement (to the Middle East pro- 
blem) will become more difficult," 
he said. 

He said Syria should withdraw 
its troops from Lebanon reg- 
ardless of Israeli indications that it 
would do the same without ins- 
isting on a Syrian pull out first.

European role in Mideast 


CAIRO (R) — Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
leaves for France and West Germany Monday see- 
king to persuade Europe to play a more active part 
in the search for peace in the Middle East. - 


Political sources here say Mr. 
Mubarak may ask German and 
French leaders to work for a new 
European Community initiative 
on the Middle East to update its 
1980 Venice Declaration, which 
called for a settlement gua- 
ranteeing Palestinian rights to 
self-determination. 

Diplomats see the trip as part of 
intensified peace efforts by Egypt 
following last month's restoration 
of diplomatic ties with Jordan, 
severed by Amman when Cairo 
signed its 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel. 

Egyptian officials have said the 
Jordanian move, which Iraq is 
widely expected to follow, rei- 
nforces their position in int- 
ernational efforts to reach a Mid- 
dle East settlement. 

The diplomats said Egypt rem- 
ains committed to the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David peace 
process but wants to explore other 
options while talks with Israel on 
Palestinian autonomy remain sta- 
lled. 

"Egypt wants progress made, it 
doesn't care how." said one Wes- 
tern diplomat. “ It's got to do som- 
ething soon." 

AI A hr am newspaper said Sun- 
day in an editorial the reactivation 
of the European initiative would 
“give a strong push to the search 
for a complete peace in the Middle 
East.” 

Tt added the reason Europe fai- 
led to follow up its Venice Dec- 
laration was the lack of a “joint 
Arab position." 


Egypt and Jordan have both 
described the restoration of full 
ties as a step towards such a pos- 
ition. 

Diplomats said a new European 
initiative calling for Palestinian 
self-determination would almost 
certainly be ignored by Israel, 
which rejected the Venice Dec- 
laration. 

But it could serve to keep dip- 
loraatic'momentum alive and pre- 
ssure Lhe United States into rev- 
iving its own peace efforts. 

Mr. Mubarak holds talks Mon- 
day with French President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand. France and 
Egypt submitted a peace plan to 
the U.N. Security Couacil in 1982 
calling for an independent Pal- 
estinian state and mutual rec- 
ognition between Israel and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

The plan never came to a vote 
but Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdul Maguid said last 
month it was still on the table. 


are members, sources close to the 
Foreign Ministry said. 

Mr. Mitterrand has expressed 
qualified support for the idea, 
promoted since July by Jordan. 

Jordan said earlier this month it 
had called for the conference bec- 
ause the U.S. was too closely allied 
with Israel to be an effective pea- 
cemaker.

Ano- 
ther 100 million ($33 million) 
from previous years is still uns- 
pent a German embassy source 
here said. 


In Paris, informed sources said 
France was watching recent dip- 
lomatic movements in the region 
with interest, and “ is keen to assist 
in any peace moves if it can.” 
Both Paris and Bonn have eit- 
her publicly or privately wel- 
comed the restoration of full 
Jordanian-Egyptian ties.

Chad talks fail, but neither side wants war 


BRAZZAVILLE (R) — Peace 
talks between Chad's warring fac- 
tions have ended in failure, lea- 
ving open the possibility of ren- 
ewed hostilities once a Franco- 
Libyan troop, pullout is com- 
pleted. conference sources said 
Sunday. 

But delegates horn both the 
French-backed administration 
and its major* rival faction said 
they would explore ways of res- 
uming the talks, adding their gro- 
ups would only fight back if att- 
acked. 

Close to 150 Chadians, rep- 
resenting a dozen political fac- 
tions. Saturday night broke up a 
week-long meeting they hoped 
would clear the way for a summit 
conference between President 
Hissene Habre and Libyan- 
backed rebel leader Goukouni 
Oueddei. 

But prospects for such a summit 
appeared doomed from the outset 
as the heads of the two main rival 
factions denied the other the right 
to speak as Chad’s legal gov- 
ernment. 

Foreign Minister Gouara Las- 
sou of Habre administration said 
the Congo-hosted conference was 
a meeting of Chad's legitimate 


government and its opponents, 
describing representatives of Mr. 
Go uko uni's Transitional Gov- 
ernment of National Union 
(GUNT) as the “Tripoli del- 
egation.” 

The head of the GUNT del- 
egation. Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs Adoum Yacoub. 
retorted that he alone was entitled 
to speak in Chad's name, calling 
Mr. Habre a rebel. 

It was the second time in less 
than a year that, the legitimacy 
issue had wrecked efforts to get 
Chadians to negotiate peace and 
end two decades of civil war. 

An attempt failed in January 
after clashes between the two 
main factions had ended six 
months earlier, thanks to the pre- 
sence of more than 3,000 French 
troops sent in to check a major 
southward offensive by GUNT 
forces backed by an estimated 
5.000 Libyan soldiers. 

The GUNT forces were app- 
arently intent on capturing Chad's 
capital. N'Djamena. Mr. Habre 
ousted Mr. Goukouui in a similar 
way in 1982. 

If the Franco- Li by a it troop 
pull-out accord reached last 
month is completed according to 


plan by the middle of November, 
government and rebel forces will 
soon face each other across the 
desert plains of northern Chad. 

French External Relations Min- 
ister Claude Cheysson said in 
Paris Sunday that the withdrawal 
was going ahead as scheduled and 
that French and Libyan military 
observers would start work Mon- 
day on monitoring the pull-out. 

Many Chadians had hoped the 
accord would pave the way for a 
negotiated formal ceasefire pol- 
iced by an international peace- 
keeping force. 

Both main factions are playing 
down the significance of the fai- 
lure of the talks. 

Delegates from both the 
N'Djamena and GUNT sides str- 
essed that they would explore all 
possible ways of getting the talks 
going again, pledging only to fight 
if attacked. 

But members of smaller groups 
not directly involved on the bat- 
defield were less optimistic, saying 
the absence of a ceasefire agr- 
eement and the fact that no date 
was set for a resumption of the 
talks could prompt N’Djamena 
and the GUNT to rebuild their 
military forces.

. ABU DHABI (Petra) — An Arab 
University' win be established by 
the Arab- League Educational. 
Scientific, and .Cultural Org- 
anisation (ALESCO), according 
to the organisation director gen- 
eral, Dr. Mnheiddin Saber. 

Dr. Saber was speaking here at 
the end of a tour in the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) during 
which tie discussed providing staff 
for the projected university which 
he said will be established soon. 

Dr. Saber who left for Tunis had 
also discussed with officials here

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Iraq looks set to resume 
diplomatic ties with U.S. 


BAGHDAD (R) — Western dip- 
lomats in Baghdad expect Iraq to 
resume diplomatic relations with 
the United States, severed by 
Baghdad 17- years ago, after the 
American presidential election 
next month. 

The diplomats said prospects 
for a resumption of ties broken 
over the 1967 Arab- Israeli war 
were discussed in New York ear- 
lier this month by Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Tareq Aziz and U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz. 

President Saddam Hussein later 
‘told the Lebanese Al Watan Al 
Arabi magazine: “ We are going to 
study Iraqi- American relations 
after the (U.S.) elections.*' 

Bilateral relations have steadily 
improved over the past few years,' 
and the United States Information 
Service recently reopened its 
Baghdad office. 

Iraq, which has dose ties with 
the Soviet Union, its main arms 
supplier, now seems ready to res- 
ume full diplomatic relations with . 
the United States, the diplomats 
said. 

Diplomatic affairs are currently 
handled by a U.S. interests section 
at the Belgian embassy. 

The diplomats said efforts by 


the U.S. to persuade its allies to 
limit arms sales to Iraq's Gulf war 
enemy, Iran, had helped establish 
a better climate for restoring links. 

Washington has Also backed 
moves by Iraq to cry to- end. the 
four-year-old war. 

Resumption of diplomatic ties 
was discussed before the war eru- 
pted m September 1980, but the 


idea was frozen. Mr. Hussein Iatei^ 
explained: “We didn't want our 



people to think we had restored 
relations because we needed the 
United. States.” 

The fresh moves towards full 
diplomatic ' ties follow growing 
U.S. involvement on the economic 
front. A $633-miUion credit to 
Iraq this month to buy American 
agricultural products in the year 
ahead brought to $1.7,. billion 
co mm odity credits granted to 
Baghdad by Washington since 
1982. 

U.S. firms figure prominently 
among contracting companies 
now operating in Iraq. p 

Commented ODe U.S. official:' 

“We were always willing to have 
full diplomatic relations with Iraq 
and h is up to the Iraqis to resume 
them, since they broke them off in 
the first place.” 
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Arabs, Israelis say Reagan may be best for Mideast 


LONDON (R) — The U.S. ele- 
ction has spurred little excitement 
iD the Middle East, but Arabs and 
Israelis seem agreed that Pre- 
sident Reagan may be the region's 
safer bet. 

Among Arabs, the reaction is 
more cautious than in Israel: They 
regard him as the lesser of two 
evils in the one nation both sides 
know will be a crucial player if and 
when a new peace process gets 
under way. 

In Israel, Mr. Reagan is seen as 
a friend but there are fears he may 
take a tougher line once he is free 
of dependence on America's inf- 
luential Jewish voting block. 

While the Nov. 6 presidential 
poll will be watched with intense 
interest, few officials see it as a 
watershed in the region's long- 
running conflict. 

Arabs and Jews alike expea 
continuing strong U.S. support for 
Israel regardless of whether Mr. 
Reagan or Democratic challenger 
Walter Mondale wins the election. 
A Reuter survey shows Arabs 


view both men as heavily biased 
towards Israel. 

U.S. influence in the Arab 
World is at its lowest ebb for years, 
Reuters correspondent Barry 
Simpson reports from Bahrain. 

Arabs believe the prospects for 
a more balanced U.S. approach 
may be somewhat better if Mr. 
Reagan is reelected, Simpson 
says. Mr. Mondale drew bitter cri- 
ticism for advocating the transfer 
of the U.S. embassy in Israel from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 

Mr. Reagan has opposed a 
move he recognises would ali- 
enate even Washington's Arab all- 
ies and sap U.S. credibility further 
after .major setbacks in American 
policy on Lebanon, notably the 
collapse of a U.S.-led Mul- 
tinational Force in Beirut. 

Arab anger flared again when 
the United States last month vet- 
oed a U.N. Security Council res- 
olution which called for Israeli 
withdrawal from South Lebanon. 

Moscow is actively seeking to 
exploit disenchantment with the 


Reagan administration to str- 
engthen its own presently weak 
ties with the Arabs. Simpson rep- 
orts. 

The Kremlin has restored full 
relations with Egypt after a 
three-year break, has moved clo- 
ser to Iraq, and is making discreet 
overtures to moderate Arab states 
such as Saudi Arabia while trying 
to strengthen links with allies like 
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Syria. 

Former Israeli Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban told Reuters he bel- 
ieved the election would not make 
much difference to peace. 

"1 hope that after the election, 
the president, whoever he is, will 
understand that if the U.S. refuses 
to be active in the Middle East, it is 
intervening for a deadlock," he 
said. 

From Israel, Reuter cor- 
respondent Ethan Bronner quo- 


ted an Israeli officiaJ as saying the 
Reagan administration “has pro- 
ven it is a friend of Israel, and Isr- 
ael need not feel threatened by 
another Reagan administration.” 
Bronner said this seemed the 
prevailing view both inside and 
odtside the govemmenL - 
Another official said Israel rea- 
lised that Mr. Mondale's stated 
wish to move the U.S.'embassy to 
Jerusalem was unfeasible. "We 
appreciate Mr. Reagan's honesty 
in opposing the move," he said. 

Mark Heller of the Jaffe Centre 
at Tel Aviv University calls it 
“probably the most comfortable 
election for Israel in a long time." 
He says Mr. Reagan “is more or 
less a proven commodity.” 

Many Arab politicians and dip- 
lomats say they believe U.S. policy 
will become “more evenhanded" 
in a second Reagan term. 

"He might try to do something 
even though be risks the wrath of 
the powerful Israeli lobby,” a Pal- 
estinian in Damascus says. 

In Lebanon, the government 


hopes for an active U.S. role in 
pressuring Israel to withdraw its 
troops. 

Arabs also blame Washington 
for failing to stop Israel building 
new settlementson occupied Arab 
land. 

Israeli Defence- Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin says he expects the 
United States to take a more act- 
ive stand in seeking an arr- 
angement in Lebanon after the 
election. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has expressed a pre- 
ference for Mr. Reagan, but 
Cairo's Al Goumhouria new- 
spaper accuses both candidates of 
paying only marginal attention to 
the Middle East and says there are 
no assurances either will work for

Morning newspaper delivery 
service gets slow response

.AMMAN — If you have noticed 
recent advertisements in the local 
press announcing the introduction 
of a new scheme of home delivery 
of newspapers and other pub- 
lications, it is a safe bet that you 
thought it was the beginning of a 
dramatic shift in the distribution 
and reading of newspapers in the 
country. 

A reader could very well vis- 
ualise composing himself into the 
most comfortable posture at 
home, sipping the traditional early 
morning coffee or tea, argiminring 
himself with the latest events in 
the world. But such wishful thi- 
nking takes a tittle more than vis- 
ualising to make it come true. 

The new scheme got off the 
ground as of Ocl 1, but the private 
agency which has undertaken to 
deliver your favourite newspapers 
and magazine at your doorstep as 
early as 3 ajn. to 7 pm. seems a 
little discouraged by what it des- 
cribes as lack of proper response 
to the system. 

“We believe that many of the 
readers are not aware of the new 
system or how it functions,” com- 
ments a senior executive of Int- 
ernational Agencies, which says it 
has put several years of experience 
in the field to its operations in Jor- 
dan. 

Can it be possible that the new- 
spaper becomes a bit too exp- 
ensive when delivered at home or 
offices? The company charges JD 
t extra for every 30 copies of new- 
spaper or . magazine delivered to 
the place of the reader’s choice — 
which adds 34 fils to the cost of the 
newspaper or magazine. But, if 
you are subscribing for more than' 
one publication then the overall 
extra cost comes down, for the 
company charges only 500 fils 
extra far 30 copies of every add- 
itionally subscribed publicaition. - 

For instance, if you are a sub- 
scriber to an Arabic daily in add- 
ition to the JordanTimes the extra 
cost comes to JD 1.500 per month 
— -25 fib extra to the shelf price of 
both newspapers. And if you add 
some foreign publication — new- 
spaper or magazine — the average 
extra com comes down sfffl fur- 
ther.

and Sweileh to Wihdat, the net- 
work ensures that its subscribers 
get their favourite newspaper not 
later than 7 a.m.; that is, unless the 
reader leaves specific instructions 
for the publication to be delivered 
a particular time. 

Another advantage of the new 
system is that the subscribers do 
not have to pay in advance as long 
as they ensure that payments are 
made every 30 days, adds the exe- 
cutive. 

Asked whether he feels the 
extra charges are justified, the 
executive replied: “We don’t 
think the extra cost is high, but 
then we believe it is up to the rea- 
der to judge.” 

“I find it very convenient,” says 
a diplomat. “I do not have to rem- 
ember to pot 100 fib in my pocket 
while I go jogging in the mor- 
ning.” 

But another diplomat differs. 
He says he finds all newspapers on 
his desk as soon as he arrives at his 
office, apparently bought at a nea- 
rby bookshop by one of the emb- 
assy personnel. 

A third diplomat, who isalready 
a subscriber to the new system, is 
of the opinion that to have the 
newspaper early in the morning 
“helps the thought process much 
better.” 

What about non-diplomats? “I 
find it refreshing to start the day 
with a newspaper,” says a bus- 
inessman who reads five dailies 
and three international mag- 
azines. “It gives me an edge over 
my people at work.” 

The other side of the coin is that 
some office staff say they have 
been forced to acquire the new- 
spaper, and read H too. for the 
simple reason that their bosses do 
the same. 

An engineer says it does not 
matter when he gets his new- 
spaper. as long as he reads one any 
time dining the day. “In fact, 1 
have very little time in the mor- 
ning. especially in the hurry to get 
to work.” 

Some regular readers of the 
Jordan Times also welcomed the 
new system, saying that the sup- 
ermarkets they frequent seem to 
run out of the newspaper quite 
early in the morning. 

In any case, if -you feel its wor- 
thwhile to have your favourite 
newspaper delivered at home 
early in the morning, or any time 
of the day for that matter, it is time

Tbe unit was built by the Jap- 
anese company C. Itoh which also 
built the other six units at the cost 
of JD 63 million. The power pro- 
duced by tbe station will feed the 
national grid extending from Irbid 
in the north to Aqaba in the south. 


the director said. 

He said that the HTPS in Zarqa 
is considered among the largest of 
its kind worldwide. .The,, station 
employs 402 people of 12 nat- 
ionalities. he added. 

According to* Mr. Ismail, the 
seven units consume a total of 
1 ,500 tonnes of heavy diesel a day 
and produce nearly 85 per cent of 
the total country’s needs of ele- 
ctric power. 

At the meeting, the director of 
the Jordan Electric Power Com- 
pany (JEPCO) outlined the pro- 
gramme for the distribution of 
power. Also speaking was Jap- 
anese Ambassador to Jordan 
Akira Nakayama who also att- 
ended the inauguration ceremony. 
He said that his country would be 
willing to help implement other 


Jordanian projects. 

The Japanese company which 
has been building the seventh unit 
since 1 982 completed work on the 
first phase of the project in May 
1977. The station has been set up 
on a 6,500 dunums of land and the 
workers live in an adjoining hou- 
sing estate. 

According to Mr. Abdul Wah- 
hab AJ Zoubi, JEA’s thermal gen- 
eration projects manager, the sta- 
tion was built through loans from 
Arab countries development 
funds, JEA sources and the Jor- 
danian treasury. 

Mr. Zoubi said that Zarqa was 
chosen as a location for the the- 
rmal power station for easy access 
to heavy fuel from the nearby Jor- 
dan Petroleum Refinery Com- 
pany and the underground water 
sources from artesian wells which 
abound in the region, and whose 
water is required to operate the 
thermal units. Also, the station is 
in the Amman Zarqa area where 
most of Jordan 1 s industries are sit- 
uated. Mr. Zoubi added.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
Cooperative Organisation (JCO) 
has signed a protocol on coo- 
peration and the exchange of exp- 
ertise in marketing and training of 
personnel and employees of the 
Cooperative Bank with the West 
German Wurttemberg.

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Computers too pose problems 


JORDAN IS in real need of computers and computerised mac- 
hines for statistics, bank work, government department ope- 
rations and numerous other fields of business that require 
calculations and involve figures. But at the end of each term of 
the scholastic year in the country, for instance, complaints are 
raised by Tawjihi students who cast doubt about the results of 
their examinations, that had of course been worked out with 
the help of computers, and try to have their papers re- 
examined by the Ministry of Education. The ministry does not 
encourage such practice but sometimes it is obliged to re- 
examine the papers only to discover in some cases that mistakes 
have actually occurred. 

Of course computers do not make mistakes, but those who 
feed the information into the machines do. Most recently the 
Jordan Electricity Company sent out bills to electricity sub* 
scribers in Salt demanding from one industrial firm the pay- 
ment of JD 3,280 for September and August of 1984, at the rate 
of JD 1,640 per month, when the previous rate was JD 300 per 
month and consumption had not Increased at all. Other similar 
mistakes had occurred in bills sent out by the same company to 
subscribers in Amman. The subscribers complain in writing 
and request an examination of the situation, but they are often 
surprised to have their electric power cut off from homes and 
businesses while the bill is still being considered by the com- 
pany’s management. Had there been a better trained staff to 
handle the bills, and had the computers been fed with the right 
information, no such blunders could have happened and dam- 
age to the public interest would have been minimal. 

The computers’ mistakes occur in a number of other services 
like the Telecommunications Corporation and the Water Aut- 
hority. A number of complaints had been lodged with the two 
services about the exuberant telephone and water bills the 
subscribers have been asked to settle. 

In one case, an old woman living in a humble two-room 
bouse was issued a water bill of JD 84 for three months. This 
was most surprising since that woman had no car to wash or 
garden to water. A family which rarely uses the telephone 
received a bill requiring payment for calls to Australia they 
never made. It so happened that the telecommunications aut- 
horities discovered post office employees m aking long-distance 
calls and charging the bill to subscribers. The culprits were 
promptly punished. But what can be done with the wrong 
water bills and the results of the Tawjihi exams? With such a 
problem — or problems — on our hand, we call mi all of the 
concerned authorities to do something about the situation. 
Those doing business with the public through computers can 
and have to keep upgrading their personnel and machinery all 
the time. For, in the end, they, and not the public, should take 
the responsibility for doing their job the best way they can.

Al Ra’i: Two faces of the same coin 

AS THE date for the U.S. presidential elections draws near. Pre- 
sident Reagan and his opponent, the Democratic candidate Mr. 
Walter Mondale, seem in a race against time, not only to reach the 
White House but also to find means to please American Jews and the 
Zionist lobby by offering as much support and aid to Israel as pos- 
sible. 

Through their unlimited support and assistance to IsraeL the two 
candidates hope to rule the United States. President Reagan des- 
cribed his country's relation with Israel is stronger than ever and said 
that his country’s remaining in the United Nations depends on Isr- 
ael's staying there as a member. This means that the moment Israel is 
expelled from the world organisation because of its aggressive pol- 
icies, Washington would choose to leave. On the other hand. Walter 
Mondale promised to transfer the U.S. embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem if he is elected president of the U.S. 

Both candidates totally ignore the feelings of the Arabs, let alone 
their rights in their homeland, which is now under Israeli occupation. 
Thus, we can see that U.S. collusion with Israel is a standing Ame- 
rican policy, whether the Democrats or the Republicans win the 
coming elections. In fact both parties and both candidates are two 
faces of the same coin. 

Al Dustour: Israel is nuclear threat 

REPORTS COMING from the United States confirm that Israel is 
one of the world countries that possess nuclear weapons and that it is 
continually striving to develop its nuclear arsenal. With its aggressive 
policies, it is very dangerous that Israel possesses nuclear arms. But 
for Israel to seek to prevent Arab states from possessing such arras is 
more dangerous for the Arabs and the Muslim nations alike. 

It was allegedly Israel's concern over the possibility of Iraq pos- 
sessing nuclear arms that prompted it to destroy the nuclear plant a 
few years ago. Most recently. Israel has issued threats to Pakistan not 
to possess nuclear weapons for fear that these weapons will be used 
against the Zionist state. What is more dangerous on the int- 
ernational level is to see the U.S. sharing its know-how and nuclear 
technology with Israel, and offering the Zionist state all the means 
necessary to develop its nuclear arsenal, so as to maintain its threat 
and its danger to the Arab countries. The United States thus wants 
the Arab Nation to remain a victim of aggression, and an easy prey 
for Israel’s ambitions. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Ul-intentioned withdrawal 

ISRAEL HAS taken a decision in principle to withdraw its forces 
from southern Lebanon. With this decision, before arriving on final 
arrangements for ensuring security in the South, Israel aims to reduce 
as much as possible the volume of its casualties and attacks on its 
troops by the Lebanese resistance. 

With its announcement. Israel hopes that U.S. mediation with 
Syria will bear fruh and the Syrians will offer guarantees for the 
border region as Washington and Israel hope. If the Syrians show no 
favourable response in this respect, Israel hopes that the region, 
which it wants to vacate, will be a scene for more trouble band more 
struggle by the warring Lebanese factions which will naturally rush 
to fill the vacuum. 

i The present Israeli government is certain that the invasion was an 
abortive adventure and cost the Israeli people so much in men and 
material. But now it hopes at least the withdrawal from that territory 
will cause disturbance in southern Lebanon which will guarantee a 
weak Lebanon and a confused Syria about the whole situation. 



No Arab polarisation on international basis

RELATIONS BETWEEN the 
superpowers and the nations of 
the Middle East region are no 
more as they used to be in the 
1 950s or 1960s. The concept of 
.having .a group of moderate 
Arab states and a group of pro- 
gressive Arab states bound in 
an alliance with the United Sta- 
tes or the USSR is no more via- 
ble in the present world pol- 
itical situation. 

The Soviet Union and the 
Eastern Bloc countries are not 
willing to place their eggs in the 
Syrian or Libyan baskets or 
take a hostile stand towards 
Jordan or Iraq or Egypt or the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation's legitimate lea- 


deiship. Moscow is in fact try- 
ing to establish common gro- 
und for relations with Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf Coo- 
peration Council states. 

Apart from its special rel- 
ationship with Israel, the Uni- 
ted States on the other hand, is 
no more trying to keep all its 
eggs in the Saudi Arabian or 
Egyptian baskets. Washington 
is trying to find ways for dea- 
ling with Iraq, South Yemen 
and Libya, after it had suc- 
ceeded in finding a common 
language with the Syrians. 

In the past, we feared that 
continued differences and dis- 
putes among Arab states would 
lead to international pol- 


arisation in the Middle East 
region. But this will not come 
about, because the U.S. and 
the USSR are both not int- 
erested in adopting such a pol- 
icy and because the region has 
become so weak to attract any 
of the superpowers and involve 
them in its internal conflicts. 

Both the Syrian and Libyan 
presidents were surprised at 
the Soviet Union's stand tow- 
ards the disputes among Pal- 
estinian groups. East Ger- 
many, which is one of the Eas- 
tern Bk>c states in Europe inv- 
ited Yasser Arafat to recent 
celebrations in Berlin and den- 
ied that this was designed to 
show support for the PLO cha- 


irman against his opponents 
and against Damascus and Tri- 
poli. East German officials said 
that they can only deal wtih one 
legitimate leadership, though 
they would have preferred to 
see all the Palestinian groups 
united under that leadership. 
They said they would not be 
influenced in dealing with the 
PLO by the latter's relations ■ 
with Damascus or Tripoli or 
even by the Palestinian Com- 
munist Party. 

Tile foreign ministries of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union have been inundated 
lately with complaints by Arab 
countries which seemed to be 
disappointed with the Stands of 


their U.S. and Soviet friends. 
On the other hand, Arab cou- 
ntries have been trying to turn 
Moscow or Washington against 
their own sister states without 
fully realising that the sup- 
erpowers are .no longer int- 
erested in the policies of the 
1950s and 1960s. and that the 
Middle East, under the pre- 
vailing political conditions 
does dot lure Moscow or Was- 
hington to invest efforts in sup- 
porting one Arab state against 
another. 

In Jordan we know that the - 
Americans are not our friends 
and will not come to our aid in 
any political confrontation 
with Syria. Likewise, the Syr-

Marcos critics see little hope for justice

MANILA — President Ferdinand 
E. Marcos has acted swiftly to take 
to a civilian court the case against 
his most powerful and closest mil- 
itary commander. But his critics 
still see little hope for justice 14 
months after Beoigno Aquino was 
assassinated. 

An investigative panel’s maj- 
ority report has named General 
Fabian C. Ver at the top of a list of 
26 alleged conspirators in the 
“premeditated killing” of Mr. 
Aquino, a former senator and Mr. 
Marcos' leading opponent. The 
report brought the charges closer 
to the president than most Fil- 
ipinos expected. 

Gen. Ver, 64. is a longtime 
Marcos ally who rose at the pre- 
sident's side from captain of the 
presidential guard to commander 
of the 200,000-member Phi- 
lippine Armed Forces and head of 
a far-reaching military int- 
elligence operation. 

Many Filipinos, including 
members of Mr. Aquino's family 
and thousands of protesters who 


marched through the streets the 
day after the accusations were 
aired^believe that if Gen. Ver is 
responsible for Mr. Aquino's 
death, then Mr. Marcos must have 
ordered it. 

But it was Mr. Marcos. 67, who 
created the fact-finding panel that 
became known as the Agrava 
Board, named after its cha- 
irwoman, Corazon Agrava. 

He gave it a budget of five mfl- 
lion pesos (about S250.000) and 
allowed it apparent complete ind- 
ependence. His wife. Imelda. 
three other cabinet ministers and 
Gen. Ver himself testified. And, 
the government media covered 
every session, including the cha- 
rges. 

It was Mr. Marcos who swiftly 
sent the panel's results to a civil 
court rather than a court-martial. 
At first it appeared he was acc- 
epting only the conclusions of 
Mrs. Agrava which charged a lim- 
ited military conspiracy and exo- 
nerated Gen. Ver. 

But when he got the board’s 
majority report naming Gen. Ver, 
two other generals, two colonels, 
three captains and 18 others, he 


sent that along, too. ' 

Mr. Marcos also grantfed Gen. 
Ver a requested “temporary 
leave” and replaced'him with Ll 
G en. Fidel V. Ramos as Armed 
Forces commander the day the 
findings were made public. 

Mr. Marcos' reaction brought 
immediate praise in local edi- 
torials and from his government’s 
closest and most important ally, 
the United States. 

“We trust that, as President 
Marcos has promised, those res- 
ponsible for Senator Aquino’s 
murder, no matter who they may 
be, will be held accountable for 
their crimes.” said State Dep- 
artment Spokesman John Hughes. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Marcos said 
the panel report was“ fraught with 
doubt and great contradictions.” 

Many Filipinos, including the 
noted law dean who conducted the 
investigation and interrogation of 
most of the witnesses saw tittle 
chance of justice m a court system 
which has rarely bucked the pre- 
sident. 

“If it was the intention from the 
beginning to send the case up to 
the sandiganbayan (court), what 


the hell was this year-long exercise • 
.'for?” asked board Chief Counsel 
Andres Narvasa. 

Former Senator Jose Diokno 
said he feared a whitewash bec- 
ause the court’s chief justice. 
Manuel Pamaran, is a Marcos loy- 
alist. Mr. Pamaran denied the pre- 
sident could influence the court, 
saying he was nonpolitical. . 

The highest officials ever con- 
victed by Mr. Pamaran’ s court 
have been a provincial governor 
and a regional director of the Nat- 
ional Highways Ministry. 

Further suspicions were raised 
when Mr. Marcos appointed three 
hew justices to the nine-member 
court a week before the reports 
were out and after news leaks said 
the board would name Gen. Ver. 

Some opposition groups pro- 
posed the case be tried by a special 
court of respected judges. 

Mr. Aquino's widow, Corazon. 
has refused family participation in 
any court proceedings under Mr. 
Marcos, whom she says ordered 
her husband’s death. In the Phi- 
lippines, a victim's family has the 
right to appoint a lawyer as a pri- 
vate prosecutor. 


Republican Percy defending Senate seat 


CHICAGO. — The race for a U.S. 
Senate seat in the state of Illinois 
in the upcoming election has int- 
ernational implications. 

As the Nov. 6 election draws 
near, the Republican incumbent. 
Senator Charles Percy, and his 
Democratic challenger. Con- 
gressman Paul Simon, are in a bit- 
ter and expensive and extremely 
close campaign battle. 

The Percy-Simon race is one of 
several contests that Democrats 
hope to win in order to regain con- 
trol of the Senate. And officials of 
both parties have said that two 
fundraising arras of the national 
parties, the National Republican 
Senatorial Committee and the 
Democratic Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, will spend the max- 
imum to help their candidates in 
Illinois. 

Sen. Percy, who is confronting 
the toughest challenge of his pol- 
itical career, led in early pre- 
election public opinion polls and 
maintained a 49 per cent to 42 per 
cent advantage in the most recent 
poll conducted by the Chicago 
Sun-Times and Channel Five- 
News in Chicago. However, sur- 
vey results published in early Oct- 
ober by the Chicago Tribune sho- 
wed Mr. Simon leading for the 
first time — 42 to 40 per cent, and 
political observers now say the 
race could go to either candidate. 
- Sen. Percy serves as chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, and selection of a suc- 
cessor in that role, should Sen. 
Percy be defeated, is an issue with 
wide-ranging implications. 


North Carolina Senator Jesse 
Helms, should he be re-elected in 
his own staLe race, is next in line 
for the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee chairmanship if the Rep- 
ublicans retain control of the Sen- 
ate despite a loss by Sen- Percy., 
Mr. Helms apparently could not 
replace Sen. Percy in the foreign 
relations slot because Mr. Helms 
would retain his chairmanship of 
the agriculture committee. The 
rules state that a senator cannot be 
chairman of more than one sta- 
nding committee at a time. 

Some observers believe that if 
Republicans keep control of the 
Senate and Sen. Percy loses. Mr. 
Helms would choose to head the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

Sen. Percy is seeking his fourth 
term in the Senate. He launched 
his professional career as a “boy 
wonder.*’ He workedfor Bell and 
Howell Company while attending 
college, was named a director of 
the company at age 23. corporate 
secretary at 26 and president and 
chief executive officer in 1949 at 
age 29. 

. He was head of the Platform 
Committee at the Republican Nat- 
ional Committee at age 41 and 
waged an unsuccessful campaign 
as Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Illinois in 1964. Elected 
to the Senate in 1966. he is now 
one of the most senior Rep- 
ublicans there. After the 1 980 ele- 
ctions. he became chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

Sen. Percy is running on a rec- 
ord of backing President Reagan’s 
tax cuts, which he says are res- 


ponsible for an economic miracle. 

Mr. Simon, who represents Ill- 
inois s 22nd congressional district, 
was first elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1974. He has 
been a newspaper editor- 
publisher. the founder of a suc- 
cessful chain of newspapers, a 
state legislator and lieutenant 
governor of the state of Illinois. 
Now in his fifth term in the House 
of Representatives, he chairs the 
House Higher Education Sub- 
committee. 

Mr. Simon is the author of nine 
books, ranging from the definitive 
work on Abraham Lincoln’s ser- 
vice in the Illinois General Ass- 
embly, to an examination of for- 
eign language study in the United 
States. 

Mr. Simon has been one of the 
chief sponsors seeking legislation 
calling for a mutual and verifiable 
freeze on the production, testing 
and deployment of nuclear wea- 
pons, Mr. Fisher said. 

Mr. Simon has been “a con- 


sistent advocate for restraint in the 
arms race, for negotiations, for 
frequent meetings with the lea- 
dership of the other major nuclear 
power in this world.” his press sec- 
retary, Bruce Fisher, said. “And 
he thinks that we ought to be wor- 
king hard on this because the pot- 
ential for disaster is growing worse 
with every new weapon that we 
make, with every passing day.” 

Sen. Percy has opposed nuclear 
freeze legislation, preferring ins- 
tead to work for reductions in nuc- 
lear arsenals. He has been an adv- 
ocate of a “mutual guaranteed 
buOd-down” — a plan that would 
have the United States and the 
Soviet Union agree to dismantle 
two nuclear warheads for every 
one they deploy. 

Sen. Percy’s bid for re-egbown 
recently got a boost during Pre- 
sident Reagan's campaign trip to 
Illinois. Photographs of Sen. Percy 
accompanying the president in Ill- 
inois were widely used by both the 
television and print media. 



Shultz speech reflects! 
Reagan’s official policy 


on terrorism

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan says the Oct 25 speechon 
terrorism by Secretary of State 
Shultz expressed the policy of bis 
administration. 

Mr. Reagan told reporters Oct 
26 in New York where he was 
campaigning for re-election that 
the speech contained “nothing 
new that is not already policy.” 

Earlier in the day. White House 
Deputy Press Secretary Larry 
S peakes said the Shultz speech ref- 
lected a desire on the secretary's 
part and on the part of the adm- 
inistration to put this issue before 
the public so the public can better 
understand it 

Mr. Shultz, in his speech, said 
that the United States must be 
willing to use military force aga- 
inst terrorism. He also said that 
the American public must give its 
approval “before the fact” to such 
U.S. military action. 

State Department Spokesman 
John Hughes told reporters that 
the speech was submitted to the 
White House and the Defence 
Department, and that Mr. Shultz 
“went forward with the full aut- 
hority of the administration.” Mr. 
Hughes said that there was no lack 
of coordination with the president - 
on. thef speech. r ..... 

He said that the purpose of the 
speech was to explain U_S. policy 
and to encourage public dis- 
cussion of the manner in which the 
United States can retaliate against 
terrorist attacks. 

He also noted that there might 
be occasions when there is not an 
opportunity nor is it desirable for a 
national debate before a U.S. res- 
ponse. 

Mr. Hughes said that the adm- 
inistration has the authority now 
to respond in a variety of ways to 
terrorist attacks — a military res- 
ponse is just one action. 

A State Department official 
later said that the president has 
the “authority and the will” to 
engage U.S. forces in varying sit- 


uations. He said that President 
Reagan is “fed up with terrorism?* 

Mr. Hughes refused to specify 
in what cases the United Stales, 
would respond with military force. .. 
“We’ve been reluctant to discuss 
this question of retaliation and 
certainly have been and would be 
reluctant to talk about specific 
organisations or targets or loo* 
ations or operations.” He said, 
adding that Mr. Shultz did not 
have a specific operation in trend 
when he was speaking. 

He said that there are no con-, 
tradictions between the president 
and the secretary on the need to . 
avoid killing innocent persons in 
any attack against terrorists. “The 
secretary was not saying that it was 
necessary to kill innocent people,” 
Mr. Hughes said. “Nobody wants 
to create a situation in which inn* 
ocent people would be at risk.” 

But “given the evolution of our 
thinking about how you handle 
terrorism, the recognition that ter? 
rorism is a kind of warfare and 
may have to be responded to with 
war-like military action,” he con- 
tinued. “there is the possibility 
that civilians — who are innocent 
— might be involved.” 

Mr. Hughes said that there has 
been an evolution in the thinking 
by President Reagan and Sec- 
retary Shultz on how to respond to 
terrorism. He said that the United 
States must devise and tailor new 
kinds of responses to new kinds of 
treats. 

When asked if the president 
would need authority from Con- 
gress before taking military or 
para-military action against ter- 
rorists, Mr. Hughes said that he 
could not answer that in a “broad 
sense." 

“But obviously in the event of 
action as we are discussing here,” 
the spokesman said, “that would 
tye the president* s decision and he 
would make that decision and take 
that kind of question into account 
at that time, given the particular 
scope of the action." — USIA. 


Greens’ success rocks 
Austria political parties

VIENN A — Under the leadership 
of a young former with a flowing 
beard and long hair, Austria’s 
Greens have scored their first ele- 
ctoral success and sent a shiver 
through the country’s established 
parties. 

Kaspanaze Simma led the env- 
ironmentalists’ electoral assault in 
Austria's Western province of 
Vorarlberg, but he only emerged 
from political obscurity a few days 
before Sunday’s poll for the pro- 
vincial parliament. 

Sudden prominence followed a 
television interview conducted in 
the milk shed on his farm shed at 
Andelsbuch in the Bregenz forest. 
With a cow’s tail slapping around 
his face, the 30-year-old fanner 
told viewers that Austrian politics 
needed more love. 

Voters in the country’s smallest 
province responded positively to 
Mr. Simma, dubbed the “rebel in 
the cowshed” by one newspaper, 
and a combination of the Greens 
and the left-wing alternative party 
won 13 per cent of votes and four 
seats. 

Their success has created alarm 
in Austria's established -parties, 
underlined by Chancellor Fred 
Sinowatz saying his Socialist Party 
is ready to put greater emphasis on 
environmental issues and “cou- 
nter the Greens’ challenge”. 

Despite the Greens’ success, the 
conservative People’s Party (O- 
EVP) easily retained control of 
the 36 seat parliament with 20 
seats, a cut of two. 

The right-wing Freedom Party 
(FPOE) and the Socialist Party 
(SPOE), which form • the ruling - 
national coalition government, • 
each lost one seat, leaving them 


with three and nine respecti 

In neighbouring West Ger 
the ecologist Greens, who en 
the federal parliament for thi 
time in March 1983 by wi 
5.6 per cent of the vote, havi 
rred the environmental awar 
of all other parties. 

They continued their succi 
winning 8.2 per cent of the v 
elections for the European 
I i ament in June. 

In Austria the Greens an 
Alternatives, divided over a i 
Ber of issues, campaigned i 
separate banners in the 198: 
ional elections but failed to • 
single seat 

In Vorarlberg, however, 
Simma brought the two p 
together and scored a signil 
triumph. 

Whether his success will h 
lasting effect will be tested ft 
first time next year in prov 
elections in Upper Austria.

Taiwan struggles 
with too much money 


_ TAIPEI: Taiwan is in au enviable 
. position: It has too much money. 
But what would be manna to some 
governments is poison to Tai- 
- wan's, which bolds monetary sta- 
bility as a major priority andwhkh 
fears rampant inflation may yet 
again appear here. - 

To sop up excess money that 
could trigger inflation, the gov- 
ernment has stepped up the issue 
of treasury bills. 

It has also offered incentives to 
state-owned and private ent- 
erprises to substitute domestic 
borrowing for foreign currency 
loans. 

The emergency measure has 
meant significantly less lending for 
foreign bank branches here, 
whiere foreign exchange is still tig- 
htly controlled. For instance, syn- 
dicated borrowings fell to zero, 
during the first half of this year, 

. compared withU.S. $943 million 
during the same period last year. 
And across the board banks report 
slackening demand for U.S. dollar 
• loans. 

Taiwanese economic planners 
have tried to control inflation tig- ; 
htly for decades. It flared briefly . 
out of control during late 1979 
and early 1980, when easy money 
and a certain amount of greed set 
off a property-price spiral that 
eventually almost doubled hou- 
sing prices and dragged the prices 
of many commodities along with 
it 

Alarmed central bank officials, 
perhaps remembering the inf- 
lationary spiral that preceded the 
collapse of the nationalist gov- 
ernment in Mainland China 35 
. years ago, moved i n with s ever e , 
^measures to khl the specumSoh. ' 

The growth of the consumer 
price index was cut to an annual 
rate of less than 10 per cent by the 
end of 1980 from more than 20 
per cent at the beginning of the 
year. 

But problems — perceived or 
real — loom on the horizon for 
Taipefs mighty inflation-slayers. 
Taiwan's economic engine, fue- 
lled largely by exports that acc- 
ount for about half of Gross Nat- 
. ional Product (GNP), has. been 
running near flat-out over the past . 
several months and will probably 
produce the fattest trade- surplus 
in the isUmf s’ history this year. 

» The surplus, in turn, generates 
more Taiwan currency than the 
market can absorb and provides 
fuel for inflation. 

Also, the fat surplus has proved 


politically embarrassing for Tai- 
pei, which is under increasing pre- 
ssure from many foreign nations 
to import more and thus swing the 
trade scales closer to balance- 
point. 

Taiwan's worldwide trade sur- 
plus will probably reach U.S. $8 
bfltion this year, up from U.S. $4.8 
billion in 1983. Trade with the 
U.S. alone win probably generate 
a U.S. $10 billion surplus, com- 
pared with U3. $6.7 billion last 
year — and may further ant- 
agonise an increasingly pro 
' tectionist Congress. 

. Increased imports would lessen 
.Taiwan’s excess liquidity and the 
political problems that arise from 
it. But Taiwanese businessmen 
show no signs of readiness to inv- 
est in new. plant and equipment, 
which the government has long 
urged as a way of upgrading out- 
put and which would go a long way 
towards soaking up excess foreign 
exchange earnings. 

Also, the government's often- 
stated intent to liberalise import 
controls — though long on num- 
bers of items whose tariffs have 
either been reduced or eliminated 
— has to date proved short on 
items of substance, such as mac- 
hinery and electronic consumer- 
goods. 

Without increased imports to 
cut foreign exchange reserves, 
which rose more than 40 per cent 
to U.S. $16 billion in early Oct- 
ober over the same month last 
year, Taiwan is forced to resort to 
. other measures. 

■ For instance, it is issuing tre- 
asury bills, used here to control 
■-the- money-suppl y - -rat h or . u h art 
fund state projects, at a vastly inc-% 
reased rate: So far this year N.T. 
$29.4 billion (U3. $74,980) and 
redemptions to date total N.TJS16 
billion, compared with N.T.$13.4 
billion for ail of last year. 

But Taiwan’s planners are also 
taking advantage of tbe spread 
between the Taiwan and U.S. 
prime lending rates — of up to 4 
per cent — as an inducement to 
local companies to borrow more 
N-T. $ and fewer U.S. dollars — 
not so much to reduce its foreign 
debt as to soak up excess money. 

The Taiwan prime lending rate 
of 835 to 10 per cent, set by tbe 
central bank, compares more than 
favourably with the current U.S. 
prime of 13 per cent on which for- 
eign bank branches here base their 
interest-rates.

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Nigeria will not cut oil output 


GENEVA (R) — Nigerian Ofl Minister Tam 
David-West said Sunday his country would not cut a 
single barrel of its current ofl production of 1.4 
million barrels per day (b/d). 


“Cutting our production is com- 
pletely out of the question,” he 
told reporters at a news con- 
ference ahead of Monday s OPEC 
ministerial meeting. 

Prof. David-West said, “cutting 
back on oil is suicidal”, adding 
that oil contributed 90 per cent or 
more of the country’s foreign ear- 
nings. 

“Ofi is life to Nigeria,” he dec- 
lared. 

Nigeria cut to $2 a barrel from 
the price of its oil earlier this 
month in response to slightly 
lower reductions by non-OPEC 
members Norway and Britain, 
which produce comparable grades 
of crude. 

Its unilateral action set off a cri- 
sis within OPEC (Organisation of ' 
Petroleum Exporting Countries), 
which called the emergency min- 
isterial session to restore pricing 
unity. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minis ter 
Ahmad Zaki Y amani flew to 
Lagos on Wednesday to try to per- 
suade Nigeria to fall back into line 
with its 12 OPEC partners at the 
conference. 

But Prof. David-West app- 
arently ruled out any immediate 


change in his country’s policies, 
saying: "I don’t come here to neg- 
otiate. I come here to listen.” 

Prof. David- West, referring to 
barter deals, discounting and 
other forms of unofficial price- 
cutting known to be widely emp- 
loyed by OPEC states, com- 
mented: “Members should pra- 
ctise what they preach.” 

Nigeria, on the other hand, he 
said, had until its recent cut. fai- 
thfully adhered to the OPEC price 
structure. 

“Since I became minister, not 
one contract I have signed has 
been below the official selling 
price,” he said. 

OPECs reference price of $29 
a barrel has stood since March last 
year, when a world glut and sag- 
ging free market prices forced it 
down by $5 — the first reduction 
in the organisation's history. 

Tbe Nigerian minister said one 
other major problem facing Mon- 
day’s meeting was that of dif- 
ferentials — the premiums cha- 
rged on high-quality crudes over 
heavier grades. 

Changes in refining and con- 
sumption patterns mean light cru- 
des like those produced by Nigeria 


now command only $1 a bane! 
more than the average OPEC bar- 
rel on the spot market rather than 
the $3 officially agreed. 

“If we can take care of these two 
issues, I am sure OPECs pro- 
blems will be solved,” Prof. 
David- West said. 

The four ministers in OPECs 
market monitoring committee, 
from Algeria, Indonesia, the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates (UAE) and 
Venezuela, have over the past' 
week all separately endorsed a 
production cm to defend tbe 
group's price. 

Indonesian Oil Minister Sub- 
roto Saturday suggested a modest 
reduction of 1.0 to 13 million b/d 
from tbe group’s current ceiling of 
17.5 million b/d. 

Demand was likely to surge in 
coming months to meet winter 
needs in the northern hemisphere, 
ruling out a need for a bigger cut, 
said Dr. Subroto, who is also act- 
ing OPEC president. 

The cut in output is expected to 
form part of a first-ever informal 
deal to rein in production with 
non-OPEC members Egypt and 
Mexico to ease pressure on prices. 

But UAE Oil Minister Man a" 
Said A1 Oteiba Sunday signalled 
he would be reluctant to go along 
with any accord on output unless it 
was accompanied .by a move to 
realign premiums charged on 
light, high quality crudes against 


heavy grade prices. 

Asked whether an accord could 
be reached without a narrowing of 
the differential between light and 
heavy crudes. Dr. Oteiba, who is 
chairman of tbe monitoring com- 
mittee, replied: “No, no. This is 
pan of the deal.” 

Meanwhile. Egypt’s economy 
minister expressed doubts Sunday 
that cutting Egyptian ofl exports 
would affect world market trends. 

Asked Sunday whether Egypt 
could afford to sacrifice revenues. 
Economy Minister Mustapha 
Kamel told reporters: “I do not 
believe that a cut in Egyptian oQ 
exports would have a decisive eff- 
ect on production trends and qua- 
ntities in the world market.” 

He did not elaborate and it was 
not clear whether be meant Egypt 
would or would not cut its exports 
to aid OPEC. But he added that 
the cabinet had not 'discussed the 
issue. 

Egyptian oil exports are at pre- 
sent running at' around 250,000 
barrels a day. 

Egyptian Oil Minister Abdul 
Hadi Kandeel said last week that 
Egypt would cut neither pro- 
duction nor prices.

Poland struggles against the tide 


WARSAW — The battered Pol- 
ish economy is limping out of what 
is known in Poland simply as “the 
crisis”. But among the country’s 
leading economists doubt is ste- 
adily growing whether the eco- 
nomic reforms being tentatively 
applied by General Wojciecb Jar- 
uzelskfs government are capable 
of bringing about a real recovery. 

Industrial output in the first 
seven months rose by 6 per cent 
over tbe same period of 1983, 
while productivity was up by 5.3 
per cent, according to the figures 
reported by GUS, the central sta- 
tistics office- 

Exports increased 8.8 per cent 
during the period, with imports 
climbing by 9 per cent. The agr- 
iculture ministry is expecting a 
good harvest . .

For the Polish consumer the sit- 
uation is indeed bleak. Farmers' 
sales of meat to tbe government 
fan by 2 per cent between January 
and Aug. 1 so that meat supplies 
will barely cover rations in coming 
months.

World airlines results 
improve, IATA says 

GENEVA (R) — The world airline industry’s international services 
are expected to make a profit this year for the first time in six years 
and higher returns in 1985 and 1986, the International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) said Monday. 

Its annual report added that while member airlines’ international 
scheduled services were in deficit in 1 983 by $300 million, this year’s 
financial and traffic results had unproved more than expected. 

Thus, EATA continued, the outlook for 1 984 was an overall profit, 
after interest payments, of about $1.2 billion on revenue of some 
$413 billion. 

Due to the improved 1 984 position and planned capacity increases 
to match expected traffic growth, LATA forecast that total revenues 
on international scheduled services were likely to rise to abouf$45.4 
billion in 1985 and 5493 billion in 1986. 

This would yield after-interest profits of around $1.5 billion and 
$1.7 billion, respectively, the 134-member airline trade body said. ; 

Some are in difficulty 

The report warned of a patchy picture, with some airlines doing- 
weU and others, particularly in Africa and Latin America, still in 
difficulties. 

Profit margins were expected to stay very thin and be ultra- 
sensitive to even slight changes in capacity, yield or unit cost. trends, 

IATA forecast. • 

It added, "the airline industry as a whole is still not earning nearly 
enough fully to cover all costs, including fleet and other equipment 
replacement. This applies even to individual airlines showing a good 
upturn in profits.” 

IATA urged determination to cut cosls and improve yields. 

It pictured tbe industry as seriously concerned about steeply rising 
insurance rates during the past 18 months. 

Mentioning a “renewed and disturbing spate of international hij- 
ackings’ 1 in recent months, IATA said governments must realise it 
was in their own interests to end all “safe harbours” for ah pirates.

Mondale takes battle 
to Reagan’s home ground 


SAN FRANCISCO (R) — Democrat Walter Mon- 
dale, fighting long odds, opened the last foil week of 
the U.S. presidential campaign by taking his battle 
to Ronald Reagan’s home ground. 


Mr. Mondale jumped into a 
controversy over U.S. policy on 
terrorism and hit President Rea- 
gan on other issues at campaign 
stops in California, Mr. Reagan’s 
home state, Saturday. 

The Democratic challenger, 
who insists opinion polls showing 
him far behind win be proved 
wrong in the voting on Nov. 6, is 
stumping west coast areas Sunday 
while the president visits Pen- 
nsylvania and West Virginia. 

In San Francisco Saturday, Mr. 
Moodale scoffed at confusion in 
the administration over Secretary 
of State George Shultz’s sta- 
tement on Thursday that America 
should hit back at terrorists even if 
innocent lives were lost. 

Vice-President George Bush 
rejected Mr. Shultz’s view while 
conflicting remarks have come' 
from the White House. 

“All that theoretical talk and 
the inconsistencies only enc- 
ourage terrorists to think we don't 
know what we're doing," Mr. 
■Mondale told reporters. 

He renewed his charge that Mr. 
Reagan had showed weakness by 
talking tough but doing nothin g 
about attacks on U.S. facilities in 
Lebanon, although he refused to 
say how he would act in similar 
situations. 

Mr. Mondale also termed “des- 


picable" the president's charge 
made at a campaign stop in New 
York that he lacked the courage to 
speak out against anii-semitic 
remarks by black extremists. 

Mr. Mondale said he had spent 
his lifetime opposing racism and 
bigotry. 

He enters the home stretch of 
the campaign even farther behind 
m some polls that he was a week 
ago. 

A new CBS-New York Times 
poll gave Mr. Reagan 56 per cent 
and Mr. Mondale 37 per cent 
compared with 54-41 last week. 

During a cross-country cam- 
paign swing Mr. Mondale said all 
such polls were wrong, as he has 
said repeatedly over the past 
week. 

“Nobody who has been with me 
the last few days and seen these 
crowds, seen their response .... 
could help but believe there's 
something going on in this cou- 
ntry." he said. 

"And the pollsters aren't get- 
ting it.”

Bush occurred after Secretary of

U.K. miners ask Libyans for help 


LONDON (R) — British miners’ 
leader Arthur Scargill provoked a 
storm Sunday when he confirmed 
that he had met Libyan rep- 
resentatives to seek hardship 
funds for his striking men and 
their families. 

His National Union of Min- 
eworkers (NUM) also confirmed a 
press report that the union’s chief 
executive. Roger Windsor, bad 
flown to Tripoli for the same pur- 
pose. 

While there Mr. Windsor had 
talks with Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi, according to a 
report by the Libyan News Age- 
ncy JANA quoted by the London 
Sunday Times newspaper. 

The news caused an outcry in 
the ruling Conservative Party bec- 
ause Britain severed diplomatic 
relations with Libya last April 
after shots fired from the Libyan 
embassy in London killed a British 
policewoman and wounded 10 
anti-Qadhafi demonstrators. 


The Sunday Times, in a front- 
page report headlined “Scargill: 
The Libyan connection" , spoke of 
clandestine meetings in Paris, 
plane-switching trips to Tripoli 
and a rendezvous with a man 
known as “Colonel QadhafT s 
paymaster". 

Mr. Scargill said in a statement 
that Libya was just one of 50 cou- 
ntries canvassed by his union for 
food aid for the miners, still on 
strike after eight months over 
plans to dose uneconomic pits. 

Mr. Scargill said he flew to Paris 
on Oct 8 to finalise arrangements 
for a food convoy from France for 
the miners and while there met 
Libyan, Hungarian, Soviet and 
other delegations. The Libyans 
invited Mr. Windsor to Tripoli, he 
saids-‘i . i ■ 

A union spokeswoman said Mr. 
Windsor spent a couple of days in 
Tripoli at the invitation of Libyan 
trade unionists but she did not 
know what hardship relief tbe 


Libyans offered. 

Mr. Scargill said: “Our union 
welcomes any financial con- 
tributions from trade unionists 
anywhere who support our cam- 
paign and wish to alleviate the 
severe hardship iu British mining 
communities." 

The government’s Energy Sec- 
retary, Peter Walker, commented: 
“If it is true, it would be a matter 
of the deepest concern." 

One Conservative MP, Teddy 
Taylor, said he would raise the 
matter in parliament and added: 

“This information of contacts 
with Libya will help to strengthen 
the belief that some members of 
the NUM executive are more int- 
erested in revolution than fighting 
• for their members." 

The contacts with Soviet Bloc 
groups were already known. A 
party of striking miners' families 
was given a much-publicised free 
holiday at a Soviet resort this 
summer.

TOKYO (R) — Rivals of Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone dro- 
pped out of a leadership struggle 
Sunday night, leaving the way 
clear for him to serve a second 
two-year term, political sources 
reported. 

The three bowed out after an 
unexpectedly fierce weekend str- 
uggle within' tbe ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP) which 
revealed a hitherto secret plot to 
unseat Mr. Nakasone, they said. 


The LDP hierarchy met Sunday 
for six hours during which Mr. 
Nakasone s rivals. Foreign Min- 
ister Shin taro Abe, former For- 
eign Minister Kiichi Miyazawa 
and Toshio Komoto, director gen- 
eral of the Economic Planning 
Agency, were called in.

Doctors said the girl, born with 
the left side of her heart und- 
eveloped, would probably have 
died within a few months without 
the heart transplant. 

“Overall, the girl is doing very 
well," said a spokesman at Loma 
Linda University Hospital, where 
the operation was performed on 
Friday. 

The baby’s parents have asked 
to remain anonymous. 

“She has good blood pressure. 
She’s opening and closing her 
eyes. Her chest X-rays have been 
good. Her blood oxygen levels are 
appropriate,” Dr. Leonard Bailey 
said in a statement released by the 
hospital Spokesman Dick Sch- 
aefer. Dr. Bailey, who beaded the 
surgical team of more than a 
dozen people at the hospital 96 
kilometres east of Los Angeles, 
said baby Fae seemed to have rec- 
overed from anesthesia, her neu- 
rological signs were normal and 
she had suffered no seizures. 

Dr. Sandra Nehlsen- 
CannareUa, an immunologist who 
was a member qf the operating 
team, called the case “one of the 
biggest, overdue advances in our 
field."

Filipino military pledges loyalty to Ver 


MANILA (R) — Leading military 
commanders have rallied behind 
the Philippine Armed Forces 
Chief, Gen. Fabian Ver, who has 
been linked to a plot to murder 
opposition leader Benigno Aqu- 
ino 14 months ago. 

About 60 senior officers, inc- 
luding the heads of army, navy and 
.air force, declared their “unw- 
avering loyalty and support" to 
Gen. Ver in a newspaper adv- 
ertisement Sunday. 

“We are deeply saddened to 
learn that Gen. Ver Who is unq- 
uestionably an advocate of the 
rule of law is implicated ..." they 
said. 

Diplomatic sources said the off- 
icers were loyal to Gen. Ver and 
President Ferdinand Marcos and 
their declaration was aimed at dis- 
pelling notions that the military

Sin, on a private visit, has sev- ' 
eral meetings scheduled with 
China’ 5 Bureau of Religious Aff- 
airs over the next few days during 
which the break between the Vat- 
ican and China is likely to be rai- 
i sed.

! Taiwan. 

China has three million adh- 
erents to the officially-sponsored 
Chinese Patriotic Catholic Ass- 
ociation which split from Rome in 
1957.

The opposition has demanded a 
swift trial in a “peoples’ court” 
rather than the special court which 
normally tries officials involved in 
corruption cases. 


Ethiopia 
accepts 
British aid 
airlift offer 

LONDON (Agencies) — Eth- 
iopia has accepted In principle a 
British offer of an emergency fam- 
ine airlift involving Royal Air 
Force planes, Britain’s overseas 
aid minister said. 

Timothy Raison said Da wit 
Wolde Gtorgis, chairman of tbe 
Ethiopian Commissioii for Relief 
and Rehabilitation, had accepted 
in principle Britain's offer when 
he flew in for brief talks with Bri- 
tish officials Saturday night 
An estiqiaied sht million people 
are starving in Ethiopia following 
devastating drought and crop fai- 
lures. 

Mr. Giorgis told' reporters at 
London’s Heathrow Airport that 
Britain’s response to his country’s 
need for emergency supplies had 
been remarkable. “We are deeply 
indebted ... and we are optimistic 
we will be able to overcome our 
problems," he said. 

He said civil and military air- 
craft would be allowed to fty in 
relief aid “subject to the reg- 
ulations within Ethiopia”. 

On Saturday the British Def- 
ence Ministry said it was offering 
two Hercules transport planes for 
use withhin Ethiopia. 

The United States has been 
spending an average of more than 
$3 million a day over the past few 
weeks on emergency food aid to 
Africa in what appears to be a 
mostly losing battle to help more 
than 100 millio n people suffering 
from a severe famin e. 


S. African unrest claims another life 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — South 
African police Sunday reported 
renewed unrest in black townships 
around tbe country, adding one 
more black to tbe list of over 80 
who have died in violent protest 
over the past three months. 

A police spokesman said the 
man was killed on Friday by police 
fire in Tembisa, a black township 
near Johannesburg, as be tried to 
evade arrest by policemen being 
pelted with stones. 

The spokesman reported more 
sporadic stone-throwing incidents 
in townships around the country, 
only days after a massive cra- 
ckdown on unrest. 

. He said policemen Saturday 
night used rubber bullets, btrdshot 
and tear gas and arrested a youth 
after blacks stoned their patrol car 
in Duduza township near Joh- 
annesburg. 

fa Sebokeng, a big township 
south of Johannesburg where 
7,000 police and troops arrested 
hundreds of blacks last week, 52 
people were detained briefly Sat- 
urday after going on a rampage 
while on their way to a funeral, tbe 


spokesman said. 

Stone-throwing incidents were 
reported Sunday and Saturday 
night from the Cape province 
where tear gas was used to dis- 
perse protesters but no arrests 
were made, be said. 

In Grahamstown, eastern Cape, 
youths tried to set a school alight 
but police at tbe scene ext- 
inguished die fire. 

The unrest rnnniering in black 
townships, cheap labour pools for 
neighbouring white rides, has its 
roots iu discontent over poor liv- 
ing standards and frustration at 
the continued exclusi on of blacks 
from government. 

Blacks comprise 73 per cent of 
the population but have no say in 
state affairs. They have been par- 
ticularly hsffd hit by economic rec- 
ession, high unemployment and 
inflation. 

Unrest has been fuelled by a 
school boycott, involving over 
100,000 pupils, to protest against 
the low standard of education in 
the townships. 

Britain Saturday refused to let 
lawyers visit three South African 


dissidents who have been she- 
ltering from arrest in tbe British 
consulate in Durban, for more 
than six weeks. 

- One of tbe lawyers, YuaisMuh- • 
amitiaH,- condemned the British 
attitude and told r e p orters it dep- 
rived his cheats of legal access. 

Tbe lawyers said they wanted to 
consult their clients before lodging 
an appeal against detention orders 
issued over -their opposition to a 
new constitution which excludes 
South Africa's black majority. 

British embassy officials in Pre- 
toria repeated that only doctors 
may. visit the dissidents — a res- 
triction imposed after Britain acc- 
used them of using the consulate 
for political purposes.

NEW DELHI (R) — Tbe leader 
of an 18-year insurgency against 
the Indian government is due to 
return to New Delhi Monday after 
more than two years in exile amid 
signs an agreement to end the upr- 
ising is near.

Laldenga’ s son David cam- 
paigned-fbr Congress, which -pro- 
mised to-negotiate peace with Hie 
MNF, and is now talcing an active 
part in negotiations between his 
father arid New Delhi. 


Organised crime spread across Australia 


SYDNEY (R) — A leading bar- 
rister who headed an official inq- 
uiry into organised crime in Aus- 
tralia has said he uncovered a 
“maze of organised crime which 
spreads across the country*' . 

But Frank Costigan, who ban- 
ded the government an 11 -volume 
report two days ago on his inv- 
estigations, said his four-year 
probe did not discover a so-called 


“Mr. Big." 

“I had oo idea how pervasive 
crime was in the community, par- 
ticularly crime at a semi- 
respectable level — the white col- 
lar area.” he said in a television 
interview Saturday night. 

He denied that his Royal Com- 
mission (official inquiry) had been 
pursuing a Mr. Big. 


*Wbat I have been following is 
a trail — - not with any particular 
person in mind _. what I have 
found is an organisation with a 
number of people in it who are 
pitying their part in it,” he said. 

Mr. Costigan’ s commission was' 
set up to investigate a dockers 
trade union but subsequently wid- 
ened its brief to include aH aspects 
of organised crime. 


French journalist arrives home to high-level welcome 


PARIS (R) — French television 
journalist Jacques Abouchar arr- 
ived home to a high-level welcome 
Saturday night after 40 days in 
captivity in Afghanistan and told 
of his capture, interrogation and 
detention in a tiny Kabul prison 
cell 

Looking tired but in good spi- 
rits, Abouchar was greeted as he 
stepped from the plane at Paris’ 
Orly Airport by his wife Franco ise 
and Prime Minister Laurent Fab- 
ius. 

The 53-year-old journalist had 
been on a reporting trip in sou- 
thern Afghanistan with anti- 
government rebels when he was 
arrested by a Soviet unit of tanks 
and armoured vehicles on Sept. 17. 

He was sentenced in Kabul last 
weekend to 18 years in prison for 
illegally entering the countiy. But 
after intense pressure from France 
both on Kabul and Moscow, he 
was pardoned on Thursday and 
releared. 

Mr. Fabius, who had given an 


indirect warning to Moscow on 
Wednesday that the case could 
barm Franco-Soviet relations, 
told journalists at the airport: 
“This affair moved everybody in. 
France. In these kind of cases, you 
haye to remain very finn.” 

Abouchar said that when the 
Afghan authorities organised a 
news conference for him in Kabul 
they asked him to say he had not 
been captured by Soviet troops. 

“But when you're arrested by 
six tanks and 60 vehicles and only 
, one soldier is Afghan, that seems 
strange,” he remarked. 

He said he had not been mis- 
treated. 

After a sleepless night on a Sov- 
iet tank and another being que- 
stioned at Kandahar, southern 
■Afghanistan, he was interrogated 
a second time by a Soviet officer 
convinced that he was working for 
the U.S. Cecrral Intelligence 
Agency (CIA). 

“The interrogation was carried 
out in a strange way.” Abouchar 


said. “He interrupted it with little 
swigs of Georgian alcohol This 
alcohol made me fall asleep and 
got him worked up. He said to me: 
“Comrade Jacques, be concrete, 
be concrete.-” 

“He wanted the organisation 
chart of the CIA. After five hours 
I was so worn out that I said to him 
in the same tone of voice: “Com- 
rade Colonel, Jacques is kaput” 
He burst out laughing. Then we 
had supper and things got carried 
away in a frenzy of Franco-Soviet 
friendship.” ' 

Abouchar said he had been tra- 
nsferred to Kabul by plane. His 
interrogation lasted 20 days, with 
many sleepless nights. 

He shared one cell 15 metres- 
square with six other prisoners 
and a second cell 12 metres square 
with three others. 

Abouchar said that the news, 
conference before his trial the 
Afghan authorities would have 
liked him to make some con- 
cession to their initial charge that 


he had been spying. 

“That would have made the 
story look better for them,” he 
said. “But no, it just wasn't pos- 
sible.” - 

Although he necer gave up 
hope, his sudden release came as 
“a dap in the face”. His first sus- 
picion of it was Saturday morning 
when he was moved to a cell where 
he had a television set and a bed 
with sheets for the first time in 40 
days. 

Among these at Orly Airport 
was a delegation of the French 
Communist Party, which had joi- 
ned in the condemnation of 
KabnL 

On Saturday a senior party off- 
icial said the Soviet Union had not 
behaved “properly” in the affair 
— an unusual criticism seen by 
analysts here, as indicating the 
party felt ridiculed. 

* The Communists - had pre- 
viously avoided all references to 
Soviet involvement in the ■ Abo- 
uchar affair.
